Mr.  Chairnran,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I'or  the  second  year  in  succession  1 am  pleased  to  be  able 
to  report  that  the  figures  in  the  vital  statistics  for  1953  are 
exceptionally  good,  but  1 would  again  remind  you  that  the 
numbers  under  review  are  so  small  that  expressed  in  terms 
of  (for  example)  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births,  one 
actual  death  can  double  the  figure. 

The  figure  is  9.80  per  1,000  live  births,  in  numbers  this 
represents  one  infant  death.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  body 
of  the  report  the  average  number  for  the  country  is  26  per 
1,000  ; this  low  figure  is  most  gratifying  and  is  an  indication 
that  the  health  position  in  the  urban  area  is  very  satisfactory.

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SOCIAL  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


There  is  still  full  emj^loyment  in  the  area  and  all  the 
local  industries  are  working  full  time. 

The  Dronfield  Pioneer  Health  and  Housing  Society  has 
completed  some  28  houses,  and  the  development  is  taking 
shape  and  promises  well. 


HOUSING. 

The  main  activities  of  the  Council  in  the  years  since  the 
war  have  been  directed  to  providing  houses  for  families  in 
shared  accommodation  ; but  a few  cases  of  individual  unfit 
properties  have  been  dealt  with. 

New  legislation  before  Parliament  indicates  that  the 
Government  mean  to  allow  local  authorities  to  renew  activities 
in  clearing  away  areas  containing  unfit  houses  : incidentally 
the  popular  name  is  “ slum  clearance  ” but  in  Dronfield  to 
term  many  of  the  areas  to  be  cleared  “ slums  ” would  give 
a wrong  impression.  Certainly  quite  a number  of  houses  are 
definitely  unfit  for  human  habitation  but  to  call  all  such 
aggregations  of  houses  in  the  urban  area  “ slums,”  gives 
quite  a wrong  conception  of  the  houses  and  their  occupants. 

The  majority  of  houses  which  will  come  into  the  unfit 
category  are  very  old,  but  in  some  cases  neglect  over  a period 
of  years  has  resulted  in  such  deterioration  that  repairs  would 
be  much  too  costly  in  comparison  with  the  value  of  the 
property. 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  AREA. 

While  no  work  has  been  commenced  in  sewage  disposal 
during  the  year,  the  prospect  of  clearing  up  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions  in  the  Hill  Top  area  seems  to  be  a little  better 
and  it  is  hoped  that  work  on  the  scheme  will  be  started  in 
1954. 


Following  on  this  scheme,  it  is  hoped  that  permission 
will  be  obtained  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Housing 
for  major  alterations  to  be  carried  out  at  the  sewage  works. 

The  surface  water  drainage  from  the  housing  development 
of  the  Sheffield  Corporation  on  the  Urban  District’s  border 
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is  causing  some  concern  to  the  Council.  The  matter  has 
been  raised  by  your  officials  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
negotiations  which  are  proceeding  will  end  in  a manner 
which  will  give  satisfaction  to  the  Council. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  supplies  have  been  ample  and  in  the  main  of  good 
quality.  There  have  been  occasional  complaints  but  these 
have  been  much  less  frequent  than  in  previous  years.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever 
and  measles  compared  with  the  previous  year. 


103  cases  of  measles  were  notified  and  29  of  scarlet  fever, 
but  there  were  no  fatal  cases  and  as  is  the  present  trend  the 
infections  were  of  a mild  type.

HOUSING. 

The  building  of  Council  houses  slowed  down  considerably 
during  the  year  under  review.  Only  four  aged  persons 
dwellings  being  completed.  A start  was  made  on  twelve 
houses  and  four  flats  in  Holmley  Lane,  Dronfield.  Private 
enterprise  builders  completed  forty  three  new  houses  in  the 
year. 

Only  one  dwelling  was  dealt  with  under  the  Individual 
Unfit  Section  of  the  1936  Housmg  Act,  and  the  owner  was 
allowed  to  retain  the  buildings  for  use  as  a store.  This  in 
my  opinion  is  a wrong  principle,  as  these  old  semi-derelict 
buildings  will  bring  a train  of  trouble  as  they  deteriorate.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

As  a matter  of  economy  it  was  decided,  when  the  1953/4 
Estimates  were  being  considered,  to  reduce  the  refuse  collection 
team  by  one  man  and  institute  an  eight  day  collection  instead 
of  a seven  day  collection.  This  proved  a most  disastrous 
move  which  led  to  a complete  breakdown  in  regular  collections, 
and  the  team  had  to  be  brought  back  to  full  complement. 

The  sickness  rate  throughout  the  year  was  very  low,  a 
matter  of  172  man  days  being  lost  in  the  twelve  months,  of 
which  60  days  went  to  one  man  who,  I regret  to  say,  passed 
away  as  a result  of  his  illness. 

Salvage  collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  with 
due  regard  to  the  fact  that  household  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  is  the  essential  service.

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One  item  may  be  of  interest.  Since  the  end  of  the  war 
to  the  end  of  1953,  no  less  than  492  new  houses  have  been 
built  in  the  Local  Aathority’s  area.  This  together  with  the 
large  number  of  conv^ersions  carried  out  will  give  some  idea 
of  the  increased  work  of  the  department.  The  tip  in  Wreakes 
Lane  is  now  approaching  a level  where,  if  we  are  to  extend 
the  tipping  area,  the  field  adjoining  will  have  to  be  used. 
It  is  proposed  to  acciuire  this  field  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
field  in  question  will  thai  almost  double  the  present  tip  life 
of  this  site.

A number  of  complaints  were  received  about  the  water 
being  dirty  and  also  to  the  effect  that  tea  had  been  spoilt, 
the  tea  in  question  turning  a dirty  grey  in  ccdour  and  having 
an  unpleasant  taste.  These  complaints  were  passed  to  the 
North  East  Derbyshire  Joint  Water  Committee.
